2 have been cancelled. Claims 3-6, 10-11, 15, 17-21 have been amended. Claim 26 
has been added. Claims 3-26 are pending in the application. Further, Applicant 
cancelled Figure. 9 in the Drawings. 

2. Applicant's remark has been considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 3-26 
are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art whether taken 
singularly or combination to teach the claimed combination as recited in the amended 
claims. The prior art fails to teach at least in part of the combination with other 
limitations of the claim "the control portion carry out the variation control through... as a 
result of the change in the control amount,. ..the predetermined condition is met" in 
claims 3-4. The prior art fail to teach the claim limitations of claim 26 such include 
limitation of claim allowable subject matter of claim 6 as mentioned in the previous office 
action in combination with other limitations of the claim. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
